In the center of 
the pleasure nd is a considerable hill, 
whence the longitude of n the whole 
civilized world is reckoned. observa- 
tory that crowns the summit is a small well- 
arded building, shut against all intruders. 
Small as it is, men in every sea and almost 
in every land are calculating, as a matter of 
life and death, how far they are from it. 
Under the wide-spreading trees, among the 
feeding deer, young telescopes, spy-glasses, 
risms and various optical instruments are 
freely offered at a penny a look, as a conso- 
lation for exclusion from the central star- 
gazing establishment. 

Near the pier we ordered the famous 
Greenwich treat—a whitebait dinner. We 
had no idea of what it would be, and were 
not a little surprised when they brought us 
about five hundred little wee innocent fishes, 
fried to a crisp, which we were expected to 
eat,—heads, eyes and toes. My appetite 
failed at the sixty-ninth. On the way home 
we pass boats crowded with merry child- 
ren and banners and music,—escaped from 
the fetid lanes for an inexpensive day of 
healthful recreation; and we pass the same 
soot-black men lazily reclining on coal sacks 
in the stream (all coal is delivered in sacks 
over the sea); and then under the bridges we 
go; and as we walk up from the pier, I ex- 
press my disappointmentat not having seen 
as much shipping as lexpected.

THE LONDON AND ST. KATHERINE’S DOCKS, 

The docks of London are prodigious—the 
storehouse of the world—the foundation of 
her immense wealth—the place from which 
the spacious city, in Southey's words, doth 
rule the ocean as her own domain.” They 
are very different from anything that one 
can see in this country. Each dock is a port 
by itself, apart from the river, in ameng the 
houses of the city—hundreds of which were 
demolished forthat purpose. The entrance 
is often long and always through a gate just 
wide enough to admita ship, that closes 
when the tide —— toebb, thus retaining 
ample water at all times inside. The crews 
are disc ed as soon as they pass the gate, 
and the strictest fire and police regulations 
are maintained. The London and St. Kath- 
erine’s docks are the nearest to the city, but 
they are the smallest of the stupendous ba- 
sins that stretch, at intervals, for miles along 
the Thames. 

Ships from all over the world there do con- 
gregate. One was discharging ivory tusks 
and sacks of dried cocoa; the adjacent cargo 
consisted of camphor-gum, and on the quay 
were piled cords of scraggy log-wood roots 
and other strange woods. At one time the 
West India docks alone held 148,563 hhds. 
of sugar, 70,875 casks and 433,648 bags of 
coflee, 35,148 puncheons of rum and pipes 
of Madeira wine, 14,201 logs of mahogany, 


Under the warehouses which surround 
the London Docks are vaults that are simply 
colossal. The secretary kindly gave usa 
pass, on a personal application, to visit the 
vaults, and we selected one devoted to the 
juice of the grape. Not that it was our af- 
finity so to speak, and if it had been, it 
would have been only sour grapes, for we 
had no friend among the merchants to pro- 
cure usatasting order. The clever guide 
gave us candles to carry, preparatory to an 
exploration of the subterranean world of 
good spirits. It contains thirteen miles of 
iron tramways, piled high with butts of 
port, sherry and claret. Je thirsty ones, 
think ot that. Little stars of burning gas 
twinkle at even distances down the principal 
passages, making them resemble a long street 
on a dark night. These wines belong to the 
wine merchants of London, and are kept in 
bond until they are sold. A residence in 
the vaults improves their quality, it is said; 
and many a cask has not seen daylight in 
ten, twelve, and afew in fourteen years. 
All of the latter are covered deep with the 
remarkable fun growth peculiar to wine 
vaults. I left docks wks juster notion 
of metropolitan commerce.

It is used for nothing—stands 
there only ag a relic and a sight for curious 
visitors. ‘The streets of San Antonio are, 
as a general thing, narrow, as most Spanish 
streets are. They remind us of the streets 
of Havana, Cuba—narrow and close—some 
of the buildings seeming to hang over the 
streets, as if guarding them with ever 
watchful eye from all harm. The buildings 
are nearly all of stone or rock. They have 
a hard stone anda soft. The buildings of 
long ago are all of the soft stone. They 
saw it into any shape they wish with sews 
similar to those we use for sawing large 
The buildings of the 
present are all of the hard stone. They 
have a very poor architect there, conse- 
quently their buildings are not fine or sym- 
metrical. There isa river there, the San 
Antonio, and it is the lovliest and most 
beautiful Lever saw. It rises about two 
miles from the city and among the hills. 
The rock quarries, about two handred feet 
above the city; the banks are lined with 
tall, magnificent trees, and beautiful green 
vines and shrubbery. I suppose it is the 
most winding and turuing river in the world. 
Go where you will, in San Antonio, you 
will see the river. I was quite confased at 
first. We would go out for a walk and 
cross the river. Before we had gone one 
hundred yards again we would see it, and 
again and again. The water is not like ours, 
but much clearer. It looks a little dark 
and greenish in the river, but that is caused 
by the long green moss and river green 
with which the bottom is covered. They 
use it for drinking and cooking. One of 
the principal places persons visit is where 
the river rises. It is away above the city 
where they get their rocks to build. The 
tops of the hills are covered with low green, 
scrubby oaks. The scene from the tops of 
these old rock-ribbed hills is truly magni- 
ficent and grand, almost as some of the 
mountain scenery on the road from Staun- 
ton, Virginia, to White Sulphur Springs, 
and grander scenery than that can no where 


be found. The country opens out before: 


you in grand and bold ruggedness. Then 
off to the cast you see the sweeping coun- 
try for many milcs, broken here and there 
by the rough and unconnected gaudaloupe 
mountains. Behind you is the city. It 
seemed to me as if [ were dreaming. and in 
my dream | was suddenly carried into some 
of the old cities of Spain or Mexico—like

grandeur, and beau'iful in architectural de- 
sign, with their wide verandas on every side, 
built with a view to comfort as well as beauty, 
all go to show that other than Chinese beads 
and hands have planned and built this pretty 
ciiy.

You ride through the city ia cedar chairs 
borne on the shoulders of Chinamen or 
coolies, and go where you like, even to the 
top of the mountain overlooking the city, 
for twenty cents un hour—cheap riding that

being the usual price, and the laborers find 
themselves.

This week, last year, the thermome- 
ter was 69 degrees at noon, generally clear 
weather with some rain. Next week, last 
year, the thermometor was 72 degrees at noon. 

From the 
above comparison it will be seen the weather 
for this week has averaged 8 degrees cooler, 
each day than last year. It is now too cool for 
the season and all vegitation, though not killed 
by the frost, is stunted and retarded im its 
growth by the unseasonably cold weather, 
For some time to come we shall expect dry. 
cool weather, with probably frost within the 
next ten days. 

To our farmers we would say, if you 
are not done planting, put your seed deep in 
the ground, and eover it well; for it will soon 
be too dry for seed, especially cetton seed, to 
come up, if it is planted near the surface. 
We again repeat what we wrote last week. 
The complaints of drouth will soon become 
general, and possibly may affect the 
price ; but that we shall have a fine crop year, 
a nd a large crop of cotton, we think almost 
certain. 

It is likely the dry, cool weather, which 
we eupect for the next few weeks, may affect 
the price, but it will not affect the final re- 
sult of the crop. 

Om the 17th of April, 1870, there was, in 
this latitude, snow and sleet, and the cotton 
crop was nearly four and a half millions of 
bales. Last year the prolonged drouth in 
May started a rise in cotton that culminated 
in an advance of over 3 cents # pound, and

In less than a month che new postal cards. 
will begin to flit about the country. They 
have been in use across the sea for a long 
time, and are very popular. Already orders 
have been received at the depariment for 
30,000,000, and the Postmaster General calcu- 
lates that 130,000,000 cards will be called for 
the first year. They will be forsale at every 
post-oflice, singly or in quantities, the same 
as postage stamps are now. 

They are simply cards, and nothing more 
No envelope or stamp is required—notbing 
but an address on the one gide and a message 
on the other are necessary to send them torth 
full-fledged into the world of letters. The 
one-cent card takes the place of paper, en- 
velopeand stamp—if the writer is willing. It 
is not expected that Tom Scott will use 
them when he dictates to his confidential 
agents the modus operandi of a new railway 
conquest, or that Arabella and Alphonso 
will conduct their delicate affairs on the un- 
hidden surface; but there is enough of plain 
square business in the country to make the 
little messengers immensely useful and pop- 
ular. 

The cards are to be printed on “bond pa- 
per,” that is, paper worked together in a solid 
sheet without pasting. They will be five 
and one-eight inches long,by three inches 
wide, and are of two shades of velvet-brown, 
bearing on one side a stamp with the “lib- 
erty” head surrounded by the words, U. . 
Postage one cent” in lathe work, and having 
beside the words “U nited States Postal Card.” 
Printed across the face are lines for the ad- 
dress, with the water-mark U. S. P.O. D.“ 
across the body of the card; while the re- 
verse side is a blank surface, on which a brief 
letter may be written or a business card 
printed.
